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(57) Abstract: The invention relates 
to a fumituie system (1) which is 
composed of at least first and second 
rectangular panel-shaped elements 
(23,12,13), with in each case a first 
and a second panel -shaped element 
(23»12,13) positioned at an angle 
with respect to the one another and 
each panel-shaped element (23.12.13) 
comprising two bearing surfiices and 
end sides which connect the bearing 
surfaces, the panel-shaped elements 
being assembled to form a furniture 
system (1) using connecting elements, 
characterized in that the connecting 
elements are tie rods (15,16), at least 
pait of which runs parallel to the 
panel-shaped elements(23.12,13), 
the tie rods (15,16) connecting the 
panel-shaped elements (23,12,13) 
under tension. In the furniture 
system (1), the panel -shaped elements 
(23, 12, 13) can be indirecdy coruiected 
to one another via coupling parts 
(14,24); in a furniture system (1), it 
is also possible for a panel-shaped 
element to bear directly, by means 
of its end side, against the bearing 
surface of another panel -element 
The invention also relates to a 

panel-shaped element for use in a fiimiture system and to a securing sleeve (72) which is to be accommodated in an opening (73) 
in a panel-shaped element (70). 
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
